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Important Elections. 

The prrcat Slates of New York. Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio are about to hold general 
elections. In Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Governors are to be elected, and in New 
York the question of negro suffrage is to 
be decided. New York also elects some 
Stale officers, but the great que-tlon there 
is the right of the negro to vote. The 
local as well as the State offices to be filled 
in the Empire State pass into insignif- 
icance in the shadow of the great question 
of negro equality. 

Elections in these three States have 
always been looked upon with concern, be- 
cause f the vast population that there 
vote. Ay the last census the State 
of New York was shown to have 
a population of 3,sS0,735 souls; 
Pennsylvania 2,906,113, and Ohio 2,339,- 
511. The aggregate population of these 
three great States was, therefore, 
nearly one-third of the entire nation. And 
the constant increase there since the 
la-’ census leaves om little doubt that the 
number of souls in these three States is 
probably one-third of the entire nation at 
this time. 

We doubt not that the multitudes who 
are about to vote in New York will say. 
in thunder t< ncr, ‘1 * tliey will have no 
n gro equality in that State. They will 
give the ne.-.ro to understand that they 
dr t in this a white man's government, in 
tb :■! ,c o v b’ca the black man can 
Ii»\e no t j ee. Th y will say to the Af- 
rican: You may -iv * in .New York and 
enjoy tlie fru ’ o your industry and be 
protected by the laws which protect, the 
white race, but you cau’t vote. Of course, 
if the loth amendment to the constitution is 
adopted New York will have to let the ne- 
gr«. vote. But that atrocious amendment 
is not yet adopted, and it may never be. 
To adopt it is t ^ lestroy all traces of the 
doctrine of S a’o rights and make our 
governin' lit a consolidated despotism. ' 
The people of Ni w York are not quite 
ready, in our opinion, to blot out all State 
lines for the sake of the negro: and we 
hope they never may be. We wish we felt 

-urc of negro equality failing in all the 
Southern States as we do in New York. 
W e predict that New York will repudiate 
the monster by fifty thousand majority. 

In Pennsylvania there are strong hopes 
of the election of Packer. The contest 
may be close, but ihe chances of the De- 
mocracy to carry the State are encourage- 
ing. Pennsylvania lias done some good 
things in our country’s history, and if she 
will 1 it elect Packer now she will add 
another jewel to her brilliant coronet. 
Both sides are hopeful of victory, but the 
chances seem host for ihe Democrats. 
We shall l*elieve Packer will he elected 
untiWbe contrary is shown by the count 
of ballots. 

Ohio presents not so bright a field for 
hope. t* rrib!e efforts have been made to 
secure the defeat of Pendleton, and we 
are told that Democrats are swapping 
•votes with a view to securing a Democratic 
Legislature. This may be wise from the 
stand point of those who thus trade ballots, 
but we don't exactly see it in that light. 
It would have been a glorious victory to 
have elected Pendleton, and we are not 
satisfied that he could not have been 
elected with a campaign differently 
planned and executed. We shall 
not. however, give up hopes of his election 
until the result is declared against us. 
There are but few such men as Pendleton 
in our land, and the honors that a great 
people confer upon him are honors upon 
themselves. lie ought to be voted for ly 
every Christian, every gentleman, and 
every citizen of Ohio who w^*its the Gub- 
ernatorial chair qf that State filled by a 
statesman worthy of any office in the gift 
of a great and good people. 

Ei<l're»i<leui Fillmore. 

Our city ha- done itself honor in giving 
a public reception to ex- President Fill- 
more. The ceremonies will occur at the

iness, and the recess will continue until 
half-past twelve. Mr. Fillmore being him- 
self a distinguished lawyer, the court room 
has been well chosen as au appropriate 
place for bestowing upon him this public- 
reception. 

Millard Fillmore was the thirteenth 
President of the United States, and with 
the exception of Andrew Johnson he is, 
the only living man who has filled his 
term and retired from th.- Executive chair 
of the nation. All ‘.he others of his pre- 
decessors and successors have been gather- 
ed to their fathers, and Fillmore and John- 
son alone remain among Us of the illustri- 
ous band whom the nation has honored 
with her highest gift. • 

While we are thus honoring wjth a pub- 
lic reception our distinguished guest, the 
luueral ceremonies of his immediate suc- 
cessor are being celebrated at the nation’s 
capital. Millard Fillmore was horn in 
It- 00 and Franklin Pierce in 1801. The 
four years that intervened between their 
birth was the same period that separated 
them from Presidential honors. And 
while we this day tender joys to the living 
President, we will not fail to mingle sor- 
rows for the dead.
